School Supt’s Eepo**t. 

Eight schools have been maintained in the Town of 
Rutland during the past year. School in the Pinney Dis- 
trict was re-established, and that of former District No. 5 
closed, the few pupils of the latter being sent to Hayti dur- 
ing the Spring and Fall terms. Early in the winter the 
school building of Hayti was destroyed by fire; then it 
was necessary to open school again in District No. 5 ; but 
we regret to state that the pupils from Hayti district failed 
to attend the winter term. 

In the eight schools there are about 175 pupils — the 
' average attendance being about 165. We are pleased to 

state that the schools have been better supplied with text- 
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books and necessary articles for school use than in previous 
years ; and some repairs have been made on the various 
school buildings, which have been appreciated both by 
pupils and teachers. 


The teachers at the Center, at Mill Village and at 
Hayti, are the same as during the previous year. In the 
South district, Miss Denno, of Castleton, succeeded Miss 
Harrison ; in the North district, Miss Hart of Pittsford, 
succeeded Miss Perry; in the Pinney district, Miss Scho- 
field taught the Spring term, and Miss Edith Jones taught 
the Fall and Winter terms. 


We would be glad to see greater interest taken in our 
schools, and I believe that this might be if parents would 

visit the schools and become acquainted with the teachers 
and their work.
